Kingdom to establish national 
oil company to follow Aramco

RIYADH, Feb. 13 — Peu 
rotntp Governor Dr. Abdul 
Ha* Taher said Tuesday a 
oew government body called 
the “Saudi National Oil Gom- 
ppuy” wall be created once the 
takeover of the Arabian Ame- 
rican Oil Company (Aramco) 
is formally announced- 

In an interview with SPA, 
Taher said Saudi National Off 
Company would own and su- 
pervise all Aramco operations 
once the Kingdom acquires 
ICO per cent of the Aramco 
oil oo n oestion. At present, the 
Kingdom bolds 60 per cent of 
the concession, while Aramco 
te chn ically stiff controls the 
retraining 40 per cent. 

A formal announcement of 
the Aramco takeover has been 
expected for some tune. 

Taher spoxc with SPA after 
chairing a meeting of the 
Aramco executive committee 
in Riyadh (see story on page 
2 ). 

The ownership accord trans- 
fering att of the Saudi off 
conc essio n back to tha King- 
dom has been in effect since 


Jan. 1. 1976, Taher told SPA 

“Wo are sow in the third 
year of owning Aramco and 
all that remains is a party to 
sign the agreement,’' be said. 

* Saudi National Oil Compa- 
ny vri& be one of two govern- 
ment entities created to imple- 
ment the Aramco takeover. 
The other, a subsidiary, will 
be called either Saudi Aramco 
or Aramco of Saudi Arabia, 
Taher said. 

The current company knows 
as Aramoo will -continue to as- ; . 
&*st in exploration work, refi- 
riqg and oil production un- ■ 
der contract with the Saudi 
National Oil Company subsi- 
diary, he said. 

Under the takeover accord, 
Saudi Arabia wouM acquire 
all of the physical assets held 
in (he Kingdom by Aramco 
as wefi as the remainder of 
the off concession. 

The four American oil cam- 
paries who are partners in 
Aramco — Exxon, Texaco, 
Mobil and Standard of Cali- 
fornia — v.ould receive com- 
pensation paid on the basis of 
the book value of Aramco as-

Bakbtiar’s arrest came three 
days after he banded in iris 
resignation following a deci- 
sion by the mifaary chiefs to 
withdraw support for has re- 


gime. 

“Bakhtiar has just been a r 
rerted and is in custody here,” 
foe spokesman said, adding he 
did not know what charges 
would be brought a gtlnjtt the 
ex-prime minister. 

State radio said Bakhtiar 
* was led blindfolded to Kho- 
meini's headquarters after ber 
ing arrested by rebel airmen. 

Six generals also were arres- 
ted, including Gen. Maunchen 
Kbrosrowdad , commander of 
dite paratroopers, a Khomei- 
ni spokesman reported, 
ibiahim YazdL a newly desig- 
nated deputy prime minister 
in the provisional government, 
told a press conference Sun- 
day that Bakhtiar was “res- 
ponsible for everything the 
army has done** referring to 
the killing oi hundreds of 
anti-government demonstrators 
by troops In recent rioting. 

The homes of Bakhtiar 
were among a half dozen resi- 
dences ransacked overnight by 
mobs in foe exclusive nor- 


thern district of Tehran a press 
report said. 

Among others ransacked 
was foe hilltop residence of 
Ardeshk Zahcdi, former son- 
in-law of foe Shah and recent- 
ly dismissed ambassador to 
the United Spates. 

At Bakhtor's home, looters 
threw books into a pond and 
began to haul off valuable 
Persian rugs before they were 
stopped by -< mullah, foe re- 
port said. 

Bakhtiar's belongings were 
said to have bear salvaged 
and brought to a mosque for 
safekeeping.

TEL AVIV, Feb. 13 (Agen- 
cies) — Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan said Tuesday that Israel 
cannot ignore ibe Palestine Li- 
beration Organization (FLO) 
in talks on foe Palestinian pro- 
blem that are due to begin af- 
ter a peace treaty with Egypt 
is signed. 

Dayan said in a speech to 
Jewish War Veterans that the 
PLO was one of foe problems 
Israel vwli have to face when 
it confronts issues blocking a 
comprehensive Mid east se tie* 
meat. 

The PLO is not & state, be 
said, “but we cannot deny 
their position or their value in 
the conflict eventually in order 
to reach an agreement” 

He referred to foe PLO in 
connection with the Palestin- 
ian refugee problem, to which 
he said a solution must be 
found. The PLO “is not only 
a terrorist organization, if 5 

also a civilian one," he said. 

Dayan’s remarks appeared to 
be a shift in tone in Israel's 
-official attitude toward foe 
FLO, if not a change of policy. 
Israel refuses to recognize the 
PLO or negotiate with ic 

Dayan did not suggest that 
Israel open negotiations with 
foe PLO but he appeared to 
indicate that Israel may have 
to deal with it directly in foe 
future. 

An aide to Dayan said after 
the speech that the foreign mi- 
nister bad not intended to sig- 
nal a policy shift toward the- 
PLO. Dayan had referred to 
its standing in foe Arab world, 
which recognizes foe PLO as 
foe sole legitimate representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people, 
but Israel still rejects the Arab 
view of the PLO, foe aide said. 

Other veteran observers said, 
however, they also detected a 


raiange m tone toward the 
PLO. 

Dayan said both Israel and 
Egypt were concerned about 
what he called “foe morning- 
after problems’' that will arise 
after they sign a peace treaty, 
and (he PLO was one of these 
concerns. Dayan is to lead an 
Israeli delegation next week to 
Camp David in a resumption 
of talks with Egypt on final 
obstacles blocking a treaty. 

Dayan said Israel must in- 
sist that its peace treaty with 
Egypt take precedence over 
Cairo’s previous international 
commitments because of possi- 


ble attacks by oroer Arab 
states. 

“Egypt has no fear of being 
attacked by anybody, including 
Israel,” he dawned. 

He said he expected a sum- 
mit meeting of President Car- 
ter, Prime Minister Be&n and 
President Sadat for the pur- 
pose of signing a treaty if the 
Camp David talks are success- 
ful 

Dayan said both countries 
now are worried about what 
.will happen after a treaty is 
signed, and these concerns are 
at foe root of foe remaining 
problems in foe draft treaty.

fense Secretary Harold Brown 
Tuesday that it wants to reshape 
long-term aims purchases in 
view of what K claims is an 
apparently growing buildup on 
its eastern front, Israeli sources 
said.

Dr. Taher said that the re- 
finery, being constructed by an 
international consortium ct a 
cost of around S500 million, 
w£Q come onstream in Sep- 
tember 1981. Japanese con- 
tractors Chiyoda Chemical 
Engineering and Construction 
and Mitsubishi are building 
(be refinery on a cost-plus- 
fee basis. The refinery will in- 
crease Riyadh's refining ca- 


pacity from 15.000 b/d to 
115,000 b/d. 

Dr. Taher added that the 
meeting also reviewed expan- 
sion of supplies for the capital 
from the adjacent and smaller 
fields of Abu Jifan, Mazalij 
and Qirdi. Total target pre- 
diction was to be 300,000 b/d. 
Dr. Taher indicated. 

The executive -committee 
ai$o discussed the supply of 
gas to Riyadh under a later 
stage of the Eastern Province's 
gas collection system, which is 
being constructed by Aramoo.

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KHOMEINI’S VICTORY 

The victory of Ayatollah Khomeini’s movement in Iran is 
unprecedented. It is .perhaps the only true popular revolution 
this century as it has been the most representative of the people 
as a whole. One could write forever about the significance 
of the Khomeini success but what is more important now 
is what wiU happen next. 

The surprises of the past few days should discourage 
attempts at making bold predictions. Anything could happen 
next. The transition to the new regime could be peacefid and 
orderly or it could spark months and even, years of trouble. 
People who believe that the Khomeini movement will be able 
to control events in Iran argue that the division of power in 
the country is so much tilted in favor of Khomeini and his 
men that serious opposition is unlikely. People who expect 
trouble warn that the only thing which has brought the Iran- 
ian “oppositions" together has been the figure of the Shah 
but now that the man is gone the various opposition groups 
wiU start vying for the spoils. 

In addition, one must not forget the foreign element. The 
Shah was supported by (he big powers and most foreign 
states not because of his person but because of the stability 
be brought to tfae country and because be guaranteed uninter- 
rupted oil production. The foreign powers remain interested 
in the ofl to the exclusion of nearly everything else in Iran. 
The Khomeini people have shown themselves better equipped 
to control Iranian oil than the Shah. What remains to be 
seen is whether they are willing to guarantee the former levels of 
production and prices. There should be no reason to expect 
a Khomeini-led regime to take a different position on oil; after 
all, it provides the country with its income and the Iranian 
people need it. So it may come to pass that the foreign 
powers find themselves faced with a regime that can offer far 
better production guarantees than the Shah's, thus eliminating 
a major cause for .possible friction with the new regime. 

If Khomeini can avoid the machinations of the big 
powers, he should have little difficulty tackling dissenters at 
home. He has promised a raulti-pany system of government 
but at the same time he has underlined that he does cot toler- 
ate ideological parties with allegiance to foreign powers. This 
means the Communists and their variations. The events of 
the past few months have proved that the Khomeini organiza- 
tion can beat the best intelligence networks in the world at 
the game of clandestine work. The Communists in Iran wfll 
have to play along or fight a losing battle. Their threat, drum- 
med up in Israel and some of the Western media, is really 
negligible. 

There has also been exaggerated news of tile repercussions 
of the Iranian events in the Arab world. The fact is the 
Iranian situation is true only of Iran. The new regime has no 
axe to grind with any Arab regime.^ especially among its neigh- 
bors. and any present misunderstandings are minor and can be 
rectified. The Khomeini camp enjoys very good relations 
with the Palestinian resistance movement which foe Palestinians 
hope to be translated into active support very quickly. In the 
end, the Palestinians may become the chief beneficiaries of the 
new regime and they may be able to sort out any problems 
with the Arab countries. 

POLICY SHIFT 

Israel's Foreign Minister Moshc Dayan says Israel can 
no longer ignore the Palestine liberation Organization in talks 
oo the Palestinian problem that are due to be held after a 
treaty with Egypt is signed. 

While observers have described his statement as a possible 
shift of Israeli policy towards the Palestinians, it should properly 
be described as the dawn of reality and a watershed in tfae 
history of the Pales tin tan struggle for recognition and a first 
tentative step towards the realization of their goals, erven & 
t his should take a few more years. 

The Middle East question revolves round the creation 
of Israel since 1948 and the displacement of 

the Palestinian people and the colonization of their country. 
The Palestinian tragedy predates the occupation of. 

'Arab lands and erven if the land is restored sooner or later - 
by war or peace, the Palestinian problem will continue to 
haunt the whole region far many generations to come. 

It must be said in favor of the Palestinians that they 
never gave up hope of returning home, neve' wavered in their 
set goal of a full restitution of their natural rights, and were 
never awed by the military might of the Israelis or daunted 
by the sacrifices that they have had to make during the last 
thirty years. Few people, in fact, have suffered as much or 
given so much in the pursuit of a national goal. And but for 
this magnificent spirit of sacrifice and sense of mission, they 
might long have been forgotten or absorbed in foe various 
nationalities of the Arab world. 

There is, however, a long way to go for them. Their 
unity of ranks leaves much to be desired. Many of them are 
beholden to various Arab and other mentors, although they 
have not lost sight of their common goal. Their struggle for 
liberation inside the occupied land could do with greater inten- 
sification to unsettle the colonialists and make Me even more 
untenable for the hordes of immigrants who have taken their 
homes and hearths with incredible callousness and disregard 
for basic human values. 

Someday, sooner now than later, foe Israelis and their 
supporters, will be made to realize that without the reinstate- 
ment of the Palestinians there could be no meaningful peace 
in ti^e Middle East This has already been driven home by 
the thousands of Palestinians and other Arab® who died in 
the cause and the many who await a similar fate with open 
hearts.

Few foreign policy initiatives 
have represented as sharp de- 
partures from the past, con- 
tained as many innovative 
ideas or demanded as much 
diplomatic skill and patience 
as the Carter achnimstration’s 
policy toward Africa.

Can 
the United Skates make peace 
anywhere if it cannot reliably 
promise the necessary force to 
keep it? 

Secretary of State Cyras R- 
Vance was right to reject foe 
stark bipolar picture recently. 
But if the UJS. is not locked 
in a simple duel with the other 
superpower, its interests do 
oppose America’s in many 
essentials. Nor are they likely 
to be* reconciled in any fore- 
seeable aims agreement, least 
of afl in SALT H. which has 
preoccupied the Carter admin- 
istration as one app ar ently un- 
connected distent disaster after 
another has taken it by sur- 
prise.

Pakistan had the 
support of Iran against, threats 
of further dismemberment, this 
time by a Baluchistan liberation 
movement aided by foe Afgha- 
nis and tfae Soviet Union. 
Oman had foe Shah’s help in 
putting down a Soviet-suppor- 
ted rebellion in Dbofar; trou- 
ble may start there again.

Guerrillas downed plane,

SALISBURY, Feb. 13 (AP) 
— Prime Minister Ian Smith 
declared Tuesday that ii 
seemed dear from available 
evidence that Monday’s Air 
Rhodesia Viscount disaster, 
in which 59 people died, was 
“caused by terrorist action." 

But the Zimbabwe African 
People’s Union, one of two 
guerrilla groups, later denied 
that its fighters had anything 
to do with the crash. 

Willie Msarurwa, secretary 
for information and publicity 
of ZAPU. which operates 
from neighboring Zambia, 
said in Lusaka that the crash 
“was not the work of ZAPU." 

In yet another statement. 


however, guerrilla leader Jos- 
hua Nkomo, the maximum 
leader of ZAPU, took tenta- 
tive responsibility for the crash 
in talking to newsmen in Nai- 
robi, upon his arrival there 
Tuesday from Addis Ababa. 

“If the plane was brought 
down by a rocket, it could 
only have been our chaps," 
he said. 

But he said that he had 
not been in- touch with his 
headquarters in Zambia so 
could not confirm the sug- 
gestion by Smith. 

Smith, speaking on Rhode- 
sian radio, bitterly attacked 
the United States and British 
governments, accusing them

The ejection is 
held every six years. 

Election commission sour- 
ces who asked not to be iden- 
tified, said unofficial results 
from Cope Haiti en on the nor- 
th coast showed Alexandre 
Lerouge with 30,000 votes to 
3,000 for Claude Vixamar, an 
assistant secretary of informa- 
tion. 

During the campaign, Le- 
rouge, 63, said he was a po- 
litical victim of the president's 
father, the late Francois (Papa 
Doc) Duvalier, and declared 
repeatedly, "My opposition are 
assassins." He said he was ar- 
rested 1 1 times by the late dic- 
tator and four attempts have 
been made oo his life. 

Another maverick who de- 
fied the government and ran 
for a seat from Port-au-Frin- 
ce, Ives Champagne, apparent- 
ly lost, according to a check 
with precinct captains. They 
said Champagne, a 31-year-old 
graduate of Illinois' North- 
western University who de- 
manded reforms in the health 
aod education programs, was 
defeated by Assembly Presi- 
dent Victor Constant.
